Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971  >  which  has 
been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Minister. 

As  noted  in  the  Report  for  last  year,  the  Birth  Rate  continues  to 
fall,  and  at  12.4  live  births  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  the 
District  it  has  reached  its  lowest  level  since  1942. 

The  total  estimated  population  decreased  by  60  during  the  year. 

Deaths  exceeded  Births  by  33*  15%  of  the  Births  were  recorded  as 

illegitimate . 

There  was  a  dramatic  fall  in  the  total  of  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  received,  accounted  for  by  a  reduction  in  Measles  from  235 
last  year  to  3  this  year. 

It  is  significant  that  out  of  this  year's  total  of  32  notifications 
11  were  attributable  to  Tuberculosis.  This  disease,  so  dreaded  in 
times  gone  by,  has  not  yet  been  completely  eradicated  from  the 
community  despite  better  living  standards  and  effective  medication. 
Vaccination  with  B.C.G.  is  a  preventive  of  proved  value. 

A  record  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccinations  given  to  senior  school-children 
is  given  in  the  Report. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  reminding  parents  of  the 
value  of  their  children  being  vaccinated  in  order  to  give  them 
protection  against  Tuberculosis. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  the  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  valued  help  and  co-operation.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF'  THE  AREA 


The  District  receives  its  water  supply  from  Nottingham  Corporation 
Water  Department.  The  water  supplied  to  this  area  is  from  a  bore¬ 
hole  and  is  of  medium  hardness.  At  the  start  of  the  year  only  two 
houses  in  the  District  were  not  in  receipt  of  mams  water  and  were 
supplied  by  a  shallow  well .  These  two  houses  have  now  been  connected 
to  the  mains  water  supply. 

All  sewage  from  the  urban  district  is  now  pumped  to  the  City  of 
Nottingham  Sewage  Works  at  Stoke  Bardolph. 

The  removal  of  household  waste  is  dealt  with  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  and  controlled  tipping  continues  at  the  Council’s  site 
off  Rugby  Road,  West  Bridgford.

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  19 1  complaints  of  infestations  were  received  and 
dealt  with,  the  operator  making  2,358  visits  and  3 >344  surveys  of 
individual  properties  other  than  those  complained  of  and  209  rat 
bodies  and  299  mouse  bodies  were  recovered. 

On  premises  where  "gassing"  was  carried  out  and  "spoon  baiting"  of 
runs  etc.,  it  was  not  possible  to  recover  all  the  bodies  so  that 
the  total  number  of  rodents  destroyed  will  be  in  excess  of  the 
above  figures. 

95  complaints  of  insect  infestations  were  dealt  with. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  disinfect  and  otherwise  cleanse  one 
dirty  house. 

21  house  drainage  systems  were  smoke-tested  following  rat 
infestations . 

68  sewer  manholes  were  baited  and  inspected. 

The  tip  face  was  treated  for  insect  infestations. 
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HOUSING 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  state  of  houses  in  Ludlow  Avenue/ 
Exchange  Road  was  considered  but  it  was  decided  to  review  their 
condition  at  a  later  date. 


Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  the  Exchange  Road  General 
Improvement  Area,  mainly  in  the  form  of  meetings  and  discussions  to 
determine  the  best  means  of  environmental  improvement. 

68  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  under  the  Housing  Act 
1969  were  received  and  dealt  with.  124  Qualification  Certificates 
were  issued  and  10  applications  refused  because  the  houses  did  not 
satisfy  the  qualifying  conditions. 


Advice  was  given  regarding  the  improvement  of  houses  both  inside  and 
outside  the  General  Improvement  Area.

AIR  POLLUTION 

At  their  meeting  on  the  11th  August,  1971,  the  Council  approved  a 
programme  for  the  coverage  (in  six  years)  of  the  District  by  Smoke 
Control  Orders  at  the  rate  of  one  area  per  year. 

The  West  Bridgford  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  1  was  made  on  8th  December, 
1971  and  is  due  to  come  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1972.  The 
Order  covers  properties  in  the  Wilford  Hill  area  of  the  District,  and 
was  chosen  because  the  houses  in  the  area  are  predominantly  newly  built 
and  because  the  area  is  situated  in  the  South-West  corner  of  the 
district  in  the  path  of  the  prevailing  wind. 

Measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur-dioxide  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
are  still  being  recorded  by  the  Volumetric  apparatus  at  the  Health 
Department,  Bridgford  Road.  I  give  below  the  average  daily  read¬ 
ings  in  micrograms/cub .metre  over  the  past  9  years  and  have  plotted 
the  results  on  two  graphs.

ii)  average  daily  readings  during  the  winter  months; 

111)  average  daily  readings  throughout  the  whole  year. 

The  figures  mdicate:- 

(a)  that  smoke  pollution  has  decreased  considerably  over  the  9-year* 
period  and  now  seems  to  have  levelled  out  at  between  60-70 
mg/cub .metre  as  an  average  daily  reading  over  the  whole  year; 

(b  )  that  smoke  pollution  is  far  greater  during  the  winter  months 
and  that  this  is  surely  evidence  of  the  effect  of  domestic 
fires  upon  the  atmosphere; 

(c)  that  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  has 
diminished,  but  in  a  less  spectacular  manner  to  smoke. 

Although  it  can  be  seen  that  the  concentration  of  atmospheric 
pollution  has  decreased,  there  is  no  call  for  complacency.  The 
Department  of  Trade  and  industry,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  suggest 
that  a  figure  of  40  mg/cub. metre  or  less  should  be  regarded  as  a 
satisfactory  average  (whole  year)  daily  reading  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  Council's  smoke  control  programme,  together  with  similar 
work  in  the  City  of  Nottingham,  will  result  in  such  readings. 

MILK 


No  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken. 

Licences  for  the  distribution  of  mi  1 k  are  now  issued  by  the  County 
Council,  who  are  also  the  sampling  authority. 
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ICE-CREAM 


There  are  no  local  manufacturers  of  ice-cream,  all  supplies  coming 
from  outside  the  area.  Checks  are  made  on  retailers'  premises  at 
frequent  intervals. 

FOOD 


The  food  shops  in  the  District  are  satisfactory.  No  slaughtering 

takes  place  within  the  District,  fresh  meat  being  obtained  from 
the  Nottingham  abattoir  where  it  is  inspected  by  the  City  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Regular  visits  are  paid  to  cafes  and  other  food  preparing  premises 
and  advice  and  instruction  are  given  where  necessary.
